parents of. many school children 
•'Are opposed to your opinion. What 
is the food value of a bottle «f 
pop, other than its sugar content? 
What vitamins and minerals docs 
it contain? Actually, what does 
it do but rob a person of appetite 
for good, wholesome food? 


You wrote that a tax on soda 


pop, would run off Arkansas peo- 
ple. Do you seriously believe that 
anyone is going to leave this 
state because of the cost of a 
bottle of pop? No one left the 
state because the bottlers raised 
the price of pop from five lo six 
cents. No one left the state be- 
cause they went farther than- that 
arid, in some places, raised it to 
seven cents, and in even more 
places raised it to ten cents. How 
many vending machines do you 
have in Hempstead County that 
re/quire only six or seven cents? 
In Columbia County we haven't 
feund any that; require less than- 
a dime. And all of this increase

th<? v bottlers . them- 
selves. No tax irresponsible for 
it.

For your information, for a 


number of years the bottlers of 
this state have sought every ex- 
cuse for raising their prices. Thc 
independent bottlers attempted lo 
have a one-cent tax placed on 
soft drinks when they were sell- 
ing for five cents in order to 
force Coca-Cola to sell at a high- 
er price, At that time they stated 
to members of the General Assem- 
bly, including your own Senator 
Olen Hendrix, that the Coco-Cola 
Bottling Company was trying to 
freeze the independent dealers 
out by continuing to sell their 
bottled drirvk for five cents. Thc 
Coca-Cola people assured the leg- 
islators that if they would not 
impose this tax they would hold 
the price of a coke to five cents 
a bottle. The Legislature did not 
impose thc tax. A few weeks later 
the Coco-Cola people joined the 
small bottlers and increased to 
six cents a bottle. 


The truth of the matter is that 


there is no justification- for increa- 
sing the price of pop above the 
ton 
cents 
now charged 
many 


places if the proposed tax on 
soft drinks is levied. As I have 
mentioned before, $oft drinks are 
now being sold all the way from 
six cents to ten cents a bottle, 
depending upon what the public 
in a given area will stand.

Kennedy proposed that the pre«- 


cut $500 maximum be slashed M ' 
$100 in order to discourage tour- 
ists from buying costly souvenirs 
with 
dollars 
which 
foreigner* 


could use to purchase American 
gold. 


This was 
f,hc . most dramatic 


recommendation made .by Ken- 
nedy in a 4,500-word special mes- 
sage on the gold problem .which 
Kennedy said "justifies concern 
but iWt panic or alarm."

While the President hud ije'eii 


expected to make a request of 
this sort, some were surprised by 
the extent of thc proposed cut in 
the 'customs exemption.'

Thc move was certain to cause 


concern in some countries' partic- 
ularly Canada which entertains 
more American tourists than any 
other nation but which normally 
doesn't buy U.S. gold. 


, Most other major proposals rep- 
resented attempts to place new 
emphasis on. policies adopted ear- 
lier by the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration. For example, Kennedy 
promised new efforts.'to,'expand 
exports, attract foreign tourists, 
limit 
military spending abroad 


and .channel forcignaid dollars to 
American businessmen. 
. 


One new idc;i-; that Congress 


permit banks to pay foreign gov- 
ernments and central banks a 
higher rate of interest than Amer- 
icans receive on savings accounts. 
Thc maximum rate now is three 
per cent. 


Kennedy said action along this 


line "would e n a b l e American 
banks to make a maximum com- 
petitive effort to attract and hold 
dollar balances which might oth- 
erwise be converted into gold/' 


The effect could be significant 


since thc foreign deposits involved 
tota-I about $3 billion. 


Kennedy also said the United 


States will seek an international 
review of the free world's mone- 
tary system, with thc aim of icon- 
ing out some kinks. He hinted at 
/ 


possible tax law changes later to 
discourage some kinds of private 
American investment in Europe, 


Kcnncdy said there is time to 


deal with thc gold drain "calmly 
and deliberately" and declared it 
can be stemmed without erecting 
trade barriers or hamstringing 
military 
and foreign aid pro- 


grams. He said thc first require- 
ment "is to take all possible 
steps to insure the effective per- 
formance of our own economic 
system." 


Ho described the proposals out- 


lined in his message as supple- 
mentary to that aim but said:

one of the biggest in American

reaches a climax today and Tues- 
day in U.S. District Court with 
fines and possible jail terms. 


Chief Judge J. Cullen Ganey 


will sentence 29 of the nation's 
largest electrical equipment man- 
ufacturers and 45 of their em- 
ployes. 


There was a total of 72 pleas 


of guilty and 89 of nolo cqnten- 
dere (no defense) to 20 indict- 
ments for fixing prices and rig- 
ging bids at secret meetings all 
over the United States. 


The nation's biggest electrical 


makers—Westinghouse and Gen- 
eral Electric—were named in 13 
indictments 
each. Westinghouse 


pleaded guilty to seven; GE guilty 
to seven; nolo in the rest. 


1 
Of the defendants, 57 were up 


for sentencing today. They in- 


: eluded 21 corporations. 


Corporations are liable to a 


maximum $50,000 fine on each in- 
dictment. Individuals, besides the 
$50,000 fine, can be sent to prison 


. for a year. 


If the maximum fines are im- 


posed the total would be $8.05 
million. 


The government charged the 


conspiracy stifled competition in 
violation of the Sherman Antitrust 
Act of 1890. All the defendants 
vigorously denied this at first, 
then later switched their innocent 
pleas as the government pressed 
for trial. 


Following the sentencing, the 


next legal step, if any, could be 
civil lawsuits by governmental 
and private industry customers to 
recover damages for alleged over 
payments for equipment used to 
generate, transmit and distribute 
electricity to almost every home 


• in America.

for abolishing one or two colleges. 
You surfely know that the cost 
of education per student on our 
college campuses is much less 
thair it is at the University of 
Arkansas. In other words, you 
are suggesting that we save mon- 
ey by spending more money, va- 
cating buildings on one campus 
and erecting now ones at the 
University. 


In connection with your stated 


desire to close some of the-small 
colleges of this state and 
let 


their -students go to the Univer- 
sity, you are apparently prepared 
to be more extravagant than • a 
number of families in Hempstead 
Coun-ty are. The costs for stu- 
dents at the University, since it 
can offer more facilities, are high- 
er than they are at the colleges. 
Then, too, there is'tlhe matter of 
travel. A student from Hope who 
goes to the University has to tra- 
vel clear across the state to get 
there. This increases his travel 
expense at least 75 per cent over 
the amount it costs him to re- 
turn home from Southern State. 
How many Hope students can fa- 
ford this? For your information, 
we have an average of over 40 
students from Hempstead County 
enrolled here each semester. Then 
there are many from your neigh- 
boring counties. Our program at 
Southern State College is planned 
for the youth of this area and we 
believe that many of them are 
far better off as students here 
than they would be in a Univer- 
sity 
farther 
away from their 


homes. Since I am a native of 
Blevins. did my first college work 
at S. S. C., have attended and 
taught in four major universities 
in four different states, and have 
taught in the public schools of 
Arkansas 
including your Hope 


High School, I believe that I am 
in a position to say with assur- 
ance that this college is now and 
has been for many years render- 
ing a most valuable service to 


this state and particularly to 
Southwest Arkansas. 


You referred disparagingly to a 


school started as a rural high 
school, which became a Junior 
college, and then a senior cdltege, 
You did not mention which school 
you referred to, and all of them 
have come from humble begin- 
nings. Your statement could apply 
to our school, which was begun as 
a hipti school.

"All our matches were wet," 


Floyd said, "so we couldn't start 
a fire. We just walked around 
Friday night trying to keep warm. 


"When it got light enough to see

searched 


the wreckage and managed to 
find my cigarette lighter." 


They used it to light oil from 


the airplane engine. 


They were trapped in the same 


storm that caused two other pri- 
vate planes to crash in the region 
Friday.

MOSCOW (AP) — The Soviet 


Union maintained an enigmatic 
and unusual silence today on the 
mission and fate of its massive 
new Sputnik. Western tracking 
stations picked up no trace of flic 
satellite. 


A Soviet scientist, Prof. Yev- 


geny Lconodivich Klinov, hinted 
the 
seven-ton 
satellite, 
whose 


launching was announced Friday, 
was unmanned, fie said it was 
designed to study the earth and 
its environment, 


Moscow's official silence was in 


direct contrast to previous satel- 
lite launcliings, when Soviet scien- 
tists 
routinely 
announced how 


equipment was 
functioning and 


the schedule of cities to be passed 
over. 


Western experts speculated that 


cither something went wrong with 
the net satellite or the Soviets 
were keeping some spectacular 
development a secret 
until its 


success was assured. 


'Western 
scientists especially 


noted the Soviets seemed in no 
hurry to answer speculation that 
the Sputnik might be carrying a 
man through space. The satellite 
is large enough to carry an astro- 
naut—and perhaps two. 


Italy's Communist party news- 


paper L'tirtita reported in a Mos- 
cow dispatch that the Sputnik 
"almost 
certainly" 
was 
un- 


manned. 


Britain's leading satellite-track* 


ing expert, Prof. Bernard Lovcll, 
director 
of the Jodrell 
Bank 


Tracking Station* said, "there is 
certainly something rattier odd 
about the long Russian silence on 
the satellite's progress." 


He 
suggested 
the 
Sputnik's 


radio may have broken down or 
the Soviets might be transmitting 
on frequencies not used before. 


"H may be, of course, that 


there is some living thing on 
board—not necessarily a man— 
and Hie 
Russians ,arc 
saying 


nothing until they get the satellite 
safely back to earth," he said. 


"If 
the silence continues, 1 


shall be inclined to believe that 
something went wrong 
shortly 


after the launching," Lovell said. 


Japanese scientists said they 


picked up signals being transmit- 
ted today on frequencies normally 
used by Soviet satellites but said 
the signals seemed to bo coming 
from a fixed station and not'an 
orbiting object.
